Houge and its accompaniments hurt the skin,
and after a time make all natural renovation
impossible; still its use can be understood
forgiven, though not recommended. But
the high art of blue, brown, and yellow; the
t-up of artificial veins and eyes painted
to softness, and lips made langunishing by
the help of bistre and a camel-hair brush—all
that is too wonderful—and that all that is on
the increase, and there is moroe painting in
London among respectable people than in
Paris or Vienna,

The really mystifyibg fact belonging to this
gtyle of painting is that such persons as de-
‘wotoe themselves to it do not paint to deceive,
No one can be in the near neighborhood of
suoh 4 face and not know that it is painted.
Nobody ever pretends that people ave stippled
blue by nature. It is not, then, done to de-
ceive, bul bLépsause, on deliberation, Artis
preferrad to Nature, Some women would
rather be artificial than real, Can there be
mythiniin this world more astenishing? Let
the fact be chronicles sand kept. Let the desd
be considered snd nounced upon. We
are not Folng to say hero that the practice is
ngly in its vesults. There is undoubtedly a
eertain strange sort of beauty in the perform-
ance. Dut is this unreality to be admired
and encouraged? How can we be indifferent
when evary hour of every day men and women
are forming opinions of each other which are
to inflaence all fature life ¥ Tha subject is
8o suggestive that guestions wmultiply nnder
our pen, Who are the assisting powers in
this great work of face decoration? Can it
be true that a fine lady who refuses to aoqui-
ence in the work of her Creator can frust Ler

maid to ecolor her into something else ? Wa
know how the thorough-paced lady's maid
enjoys dressing ‘‘her hgy"—di!‘ it be not Loo
curions an inquiry, Who paints ber ?

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CHILDREN AND METAPHYSICS,

Wa could never quite nnderstand why mela-
physies, which so few people take to naturally,
should be forced upon children. Exoept to a
certain order of minds, (he resulta of intro-
spective  paychological inquiry are barren
enough, and the process itself 18 as little edi-
fying for the time as it is lastingly benefioial.
The lesson we are all foreed to learn by
different cirenmstances of life is not how to
denl with idens but with faocts, Action must
u8 o rule be the test of character., The laws
of thought and the study of mind, pregnant
and important though they are, of necessity
only appeal to the tustes and intelleotnal eapa-
cities of the few. Oivilization has bacome so
complex that individual force and individual
concentration are exacted to the untmost,
leaving little time for what appears unprofita-
ble or at least inappropriste speculation. The
lighter kind of literature, moreover, espoeci-
ally fiction, gives ordinary readers as much
introspective writing as they care lo have.
Novels of the highest class deal much more
with the workings of charncter than the narra-
tive of events, and the taste for sensational-
ism is dying awny,

But is the change from an olijective fo a
subjeotive style of fiction equally wholasome
for our children? Any onec intimately ao-
guainted with the juvenile libraries of the
day must be strick with the difference that
has taken place in this department of litera-
ture during the last twenty years. The little
boys and girls of story-books no longer act,
think, and ialk after childish fashion, Every-
dny facts no longer interest them. The
Lhomely, healthy paturalisie of childhood
seems altogetuer banished from fhe atmos-
phere in which the children of fiction live and
move and have their being. Naturally, the
children of real life imitate their heroes and
heroines, They imagine that it is their busi-
pess to think abont thinking, to puzzle them-
selves about ideas, to trace the origin of
action to its hidden source, to study meia-
physies, in fact, on a small seale. The skep-
tical in these matters have only to take up
any of the new magazines or bouoks mtarmll
so largely for the young by well-known
writers. They will find various states of
feeling describéd in a way to make grown-up
people thonghiful. They will find a redun-
dancy of sentiment and an elaboration of
style wholly out of keeping with a
healthy child’s intellectual capacities. What
is worse still, they will find the stupendous
problems of life, death, and spiritual belief
expatiated upon without the slightest com-
promise or sense of incongruity. To deal
with the metaphysical element first. A child's
mind, just like a child’s body, may be trained
to perform all kinds of feats, and at last per-
form them so easily that the juvenile reasoner
excites no more compassion than the juvenile
gymnast. But there can be no doubt as to
the equal hardship of both processes. The
child who speculates is really a8 mnch to be
pitied as the child who dances on the tight-
rope. His dexterity in reasoning has been
attained by n system of pressure as unjustifi-
able in the one cese as in the other. Preco-
oity of any kind is sure to turn ontill
Children whese minds are strained are no
more likely to grow into healthy young men
and ; women than those unfortunate little
beings whose muscles are put to abnormal
uses. Yet, with the best intentions in the
world, writers of ability provide books for the
young which no ordinary ohild cau under-
stand without an unhealthy straining of the
mental powers, and parents, equally well in-
tentioned, buy them and wonder at them, and
read them, when the Olase little readers in the
pursery have turned to something new,

The religious aspect of the question is even
more serious. A short time since very horri-
fying descriptions of ‘“‘children’s revivals”
were given in the newspapers., To many it
was hard to believe that such sufferings conld
be inflicted on innocent little children by
})ro!ausors of religion in these days of en-
ightenment; yet to readers of juvenile lite-
rature the statement came by no means as a
revelation. Allowing religious instruoction,
when nicely adapted to the capacities of the
young, to be eminently instruetive and de-
lighttul, we are obliged to admit that very
little with which we are acquainted falls un.
der this category. Questions, perplexing to
the capable adult mind, and never dwelt upon
too continnously without mischievous results,
are propounded for the consideration of
boys and girls in the nursery. For ex.
ample, we lately took up by chance a little
book forming the staple religious manual of

four little scholars whose ages ranged
from three and a half to seven.
The first sentences on which our eyes

glanced ran as follows:—*'Q, What will bhe-
come of your body when yon die? A, My
body will be put in a box and buried in a
hole in the grouzd.” And this little book,
according to its title page, has been cironlated
to the number of eighty thousand, We
should like to deslroy every one, and stop
this iniquitous system of terrorisiu for once
and for all. Children are by nature very
logical. Except to the dullest, words convey
just so much meaning as they are meant to
convey, and no more., It is not to be sap-
posed that when they are mads to learn page
after page of this sort of catechism, they for-
get it any more than they forget their hymns
and slory-books. The consequences are easy
to conceiye, The imaginative suffer the ter-
rors of fear; the devont, the terrors of doubt;
the thoughtful are made unhappy by the
mysteries they cannot understand, and the
clend whose silver lining they do not see.

We keep children as much as possilile from
the saddest realities of life, such as pain, in-
sunity, and dissolution, but with o curious
inconsistency familiarize them with riddles
twice as hard to read and twico as painful in
the rending. Is it likely that robust physique
and strong charnoters are to be devaloped
under such a system ?
happy and unreflective—above all things, it
gshould be fearless. To press upon weak
young minds the problems before which the
bravest men snd women guail is, to say the
least of it, as unjunstifinble as it is mischiev-
ons. BDul there are yet other faults to be
laid to the charge of juvenile literature,
In the first place, there is a good deal
foo mmeh of it. In the second, it is a
good deal too elaborate. Tet any one com-
paro the childven's books of the last bundred
years exhibited in the South Kensington Ma-
geum with the display of Ohristmas gift-books
on a bookseller's counter, :
bindings, costly illustrations, and variety of
matter, children can no more help growing
over-nice in the watter of reading than they
can help losing their appetiles if too daintily
fed. Half o dozen books in our young days
formed the nnvsery or schoolroom library,
und were read and re.read with un!luguint
delight; but what ohild reads a story-boo
twice bver now? What story-book geta tho
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chance of being road twice over when the
plock of atory-books is snporabundant?

The fact is—and an able writer in the
Spectator pul the onse admirably a fow weoks
ago—children are in danger of being spolled
by excessive worship, A simplifioation of
their literary ploasures and roligious instrane-
tion would be a step in the right direction,
but we must not stop here, If we desire the
next generntion to bea robust one, we must
do away with the sort of luxury that does not
fall under these heads. Nursary toilettes,
nursery rooroations, and the nursery commis-
garint are equally to be charged wi& the sin
of extravagance and inappropriastencss,
